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The Cotton Outlook. 


More than half of the cotton season 
of 1898-99 has passed, and the cotton 
market maintains a strength which it 
developed several weeks ago. Contrib- 
uting to this statistical strength is the 


fact that while the movement into 
sight is more than 240,000 bales 
less, the distribution of the crop, 


in spite of a deficiency in buying of 
more than 50,000 bales among Northern 
spinners, is more than 232,000 bales 
larger than for the same period in the 
season of 1897-98, Great Britain having 


increased its demand more than 
300,000 bales. It appears, too, that 


this strength is likely to continue, even 
if it be not enhanced. Of the crop of 
last season 1,358,116 bales were 
brought into sight after March 10. If 
that number should be brought into 
sight during the rest of this season the 
total crop would be 10,958,964 bales, or 
nearly 250,000 bales smaller than that 
of the preceding season. The 9,841,878 
bales brought into sight before March 
10, 1898, represented 87.87 per cent. of 
the total crop. Reckoning on that basis 
this year’s total crop would be 10,926,- 
1% bales, which is within a few hun- 
dred of the probable total crop, should 
the falling off from last season’s crop 
continue at the same rate as at present, 
and greater than the actual crop if all 
indications do not fail. 

Superficial observers, or persons in- 
terested in manipulating statistics for 
the purpose of proving a preconceived 
theory, may take the ground that the 
exhibit now being made by cotton is of 
advantage to the planters. For ex- 
ample, a statement from an official 
s0vernment source is that “while the 
wheat-growers are not obtaining as 
Satisfactory prices for their products 
48 they did at this time last year, the 
cotton-growers are more fortunate.” 
Under existing conditions, however, an 
advance in the price of cotton six 
months after the crop has begun to 
move to market is practically of no 
Value to the planter. Until the cotton- 
bonding warehouse system has been 
More generally adopted in the South, 
‘nd while the great mass of cotton- 
stowers will continue to depend upon 
outside sources for their home sup- 
Plies, there will be few planters able 
to maintain control of their cotton be- 
yond the two or three months after the 
‘pening of the season. 





The great point to. be noted by the 
individual planter, the point empha- 
sized by the present situation more 
thoroughly than could be expected of 
one hundred conventions with resolu- 
tions fired into the air, is not to permit 
the present improved price to lead him 
to enlarge his planting operations for 
the coming season. The basis of the 
price paid for the bulk of the crop is 
not the price obtained at the fag end 
of the market, but the number of bales 
in sight when the market opens. The 
regulation of that number is abso- 
lutely in the hands of the planter. 
Where his operations are not handi- 
capped by virtual mortgage upon his 
crop his guide as to the number of 
acres he will plant in cotton should be 
the number of acres he can cultivate 
successfully after raising at home food 
for his family and stock, with, perhaps, 
sufficient surplus of foodstuffs to meet 
family expenses, disregarding the plans 
of his next-door neighbor or the specu- 
lative market. 





Dark-Age Policies. 

In days of yore, when man was 
emerging from the grinding era of 
manual labor into the age of machin- 
ery, it was customary for laborers to 
indulge in the pastime of smashing 
the primitive results of inventive 
genius. For some reason or other these 
acts of violence have been specially 
notable in the history of the cotton in- 
dustry. The Boston Journal of Com- 
merce in a recent issue reviews the 
treatment inflicted upon inventors of 
cotton-spinning machinery in England, 
such as the destruction by his fellow- 
spinners of the work of Hargreaves, 
the inventor of the carding machine 
and the spinning jenny, and of the 
burning of the mill containing five hun- 
dred of Cartwright’s power looms. It 
also touches upon the rioting in Lyons, 
France, by the silk-weavers against 
Jacquard’s loom, and adds: 


Though inventors at the present day need 
not fear the violence that drove Fourdrinier 
from France and the inventor of the stock- 
ing loom from England, and though they 
may have free access to the public ear, yet 
it by no means follows that the road to 
success is smooth and easy. Men as well as 
governments are slow to adopt plans and 
designs that are at variance with their old- 
established notions. The history of labor- 
saving inventions shows conclusively that 
their effect has been to lessen the hours of 
work and to increase the purchasing power 
of a dollar. In older times the workman 
toiled from twelve to fourteen hours a day 
to secure a living; now he can obtain far 
greater comforts by working eight or ten 
hours a day. This country has more labor- 
saving machinery than any other, and it has 
been by the aid of such machinery that the 
laboring people of the United States have 
been able to receive higher wages than is 
paid anywhere else, thus enabling them to 
be better fed, better clothed, and to live in 
better houses and to have more comforts 
than any other working people in the world. 
The multiplicity of pursuits brought about 
by the increase of labor-saving inventions 
gives increased employment to the people. 


The old prejudice against machinery 
has waned with the increased enlight- 
enment of persons who use-machinery. 
There are still, however, traces of it, 





even among the laboring population. 
But the great advance made is indi- 
cated by the difference between the re- 
ception given to the inventor of print- 
ing and that awarded the latest inven- 
tion in that art, the typesetting, or 
rather typecasting machine. 

The pugnacity, nay, the bullheaded 
stupidity against machinery is in these 
latter days confined largely to indi- 
viduals who, from some unaccountable 
cause, have been entrusted with legis- 
lative powers by their too-confiding fel- 
low-citizens. A fair illustration of it is 
had in the misguided attempt to force 
the Texas legislature to enact a pro- 
hibitory law against the latest inven- 
tion in the textile industry, the round- 
bale press. The effects of such legisla- 
tion are clearly. pointed out by the Gal- 
veston Tribune. Alluding to a recent 
interview with Mr. John E. Searles, 
the Tribune says that it will do a great 
deal of good for the South, but its influ- 
ence on Texas will be nullified by a bill 
now pending in the legislature, and it 
adds: 

Mr. Searles’ company owns what is 
known as the ‘‘round-bale’’ process of cot- 
ton ginning and compressing, an invention 
which threatens to revolutionize the entire 
industry of pressing cotton. In protection 
of the other gins and compresses, a bill is 
offered to tax the gross receipts of the 
round-bale machines 40 per cent., which is 
confessedly a scheme to tax them out of 
Texas. It is doubtful whether such legis- 
lation would stand the test of the courts, 
but the spirit of the measure is what harms 
the State in the estimation of capitalists. 
If the round-bale system has any merit, re- 
sistance is foolish. Inventions which are 
superior in economy to old methods are 
bound to prevail. Volumes of statutes can- 
not prevent the progress of human intelli- 
gence any more than they can stop water 
running down hill. If the round bale has 
no merit it will fall of its own weight and 
preventive measures are unnecessary. While 
Mr. Searles is inviting capital to come South 
the legislature of Texas is erecting a bar- 
rier against the very enterprise which led to 
his investigation. 





Mill Discipline? 





A certain Robert Howard, designated 
as ex-secretary of the National Union 
of Spinners in the United States and 
ex-State senator of Massachusetts, who 
is also characterized as a veteran 
leader and spinner, showing the great- 
est familiarity with labor movements, 
appeared last week before the congres- 
sional industrial commission. It is 
stated that he is such a rapid talker 
that he dumbfounded the stenogra- 
phers. His view of Southern condi- 
tions was set forth as follows: 


Mr. Howard gave a great deal of testi- 
mony to show that the general idea that 
Southern cotton mills have an advantage 
over Northern mills is erroneous. He said 
the Northern spinner with short hours can 
produce more than the Southern spinner 
with long hours, the former turning out a 
fine grade of goods, while the South pro- 
duces the coarser grades. 

He did not think the South gives any real 
competition to the Northern mill, though it 
had constantly been claimed that there was 
great competition, he said, in order to oppose 
a reduction of hours. ‘ 

The spinners, he said, could not be urged 
in the South as they are in the North. A 
foreman in the South had told him that if 
he should hurry up a girl operative and 





swear at her as he could do in the East her 
brother would be around the next morning 
with a Winchester on his shoulder to call 
him to account. He was endeavoring to get 
a shorter working hour in other States in 
order that efforts for still shorter hours of 
work in Massachusetts might be successful. 
It is to be hoped that there is as little 
reason for the belief that foremen in 
Northern mills are accustomed to 
swear at the female operatives as there 
is for the impression about the use of 
a Winchester rifle as a restraint upon 
foremen in Southern mills. But per- 
haps the dumbfounded stenographers 
have misrepresented Mr. Howard. 


Markets for Textiles. 


Writing from Chemnitz, United 
States Consul J. C. Monaghan calls at- 
tention to the facts that German tex- 
tile journals are urging their constitu- 
ency to take their wares to South 
America, particularly Peru. He says 
that at present goods go into Peru 
every five or six weeks by boats sail- 
ing from Liverpool, Hamburg, Havre 
and Lisbon. He suggests that anyone 
working the field .properly, taking care 
to send catalogues in Spanish and Por- 
tugese rather than in English, and 
making small shipments of samples, 
with a guarantee that goods will go in 
equal to or better than the samples, 
will no doubt build up a fairly profit- 
able business. He adds that in such 
markets, in the fields sought by mer- 
chants and manufacturers of Germany, 
the manufacturers of the United States 
should win their greatest success. 

There is a world of wisdom in these 
suggestions. Efforts to follow them 
should not be confined to the promotion 
of business in textile goods, though the 
South American countries are pecu- 
liarly the field for the expansion of 
such American trade, particularly for 
goods from the South, but should be 
extended to other manufactured prod- 
ucts. Where Germany is going the 
United States certainly may, £0, and 
with the natural advantages of this 
country should rapidly overcome the 
advantage gained by Germany in 
earlier occupation.

The Ladies’ Memorial Association of 
Charleston, 8. C., has published in at- 
tractive pamphlet form memorials of 
Mrs. Mary Amarinthia Snowden, who 
was the founder of the association, and 
its only president during her life. The 
pamphlet, which has been sympathet- 
ically edited by Col. James G. Holmes, 
preserves tributes paid to a noble 
woman's life by the secular and relig- 
ious papers of South Carolina, by so- 
cieties, associations and Confederate 
camps. Mrs. Snowden was seventy- 
nine years old when she died. During 
the war between the States she and her 
sister, Mrs. Isabell S. Snowden, gave 
their entire time to service in the hos- 
pitals and to nursing the sick and 
wounded wherever found. She was 
the inspiration of the Calhoun Monu- 
ment Association, and was active in 
establishing the Confederate Home in 
Charleston, and she formed in 1866 the 
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Memorial Association of Charleston. 
The memory of such a woman should 
be lovingly cherished. 





Congress adjourned without provid- 
ing for immediate work upon the con- 
struction of the Nicaragua canal. That 
does not remove the necessity for its 
construction, nor is it an argument 
against the plan. Congress, however, 
did make provision for the expenditure 
of $1,000,000 by the President in a final 
examination of the various routes pro- 
posed for an isthmian canal. The ten- 
dency of opinion of American engi- 
neers and members of the Senate and 
House of Representatives is in favor of 
the Nicaraguan route, and the final ex- 
amination ought to satisfy objectors of 
the futility of working for less avail- 
able routes and thus make it easy for 
the next Congress to take quick action 
for the benefit of American commerce. 





It is announced that the city council 
of Jackson, Miss., has ordered an issue 
of $100,000 in 20-year 5 per cent. bonds 
for the purpose of constructing a com- 
plete sewerage ystem. This prompt 
and sensible action is the result of the 
yellow-fever scare of last year. It may 
be safely said that the investment in 
sewers will be more than repaid by the 
increased value of property in Missis- 
sippi’s capital. 





The North Carolina legislature is to 
be congratulated upon having rejected, 
just before adjournment, the radical 
proposition to impose a graduated tax 
upon the gross income of the railroads 
of the State.

THE COTTON SITUATION. 





Chiefly in consequence of rather free 
selling of “futures’’ by parties who had 
previously bought for an advance and 
wished to realize their profit, there has 
been recently a moderate decline in cot- 
ton contracts. “Spot cotton” has de- 
clined partly through sympathy with 
“futures” and partly because many spin- 
ners have been indifferent about buying, 
as their stocks were ample for immediate 
wants and they hoped that better weather 
at the South would induce much larger 
receipts and lower prices. The “bear” 
element in this market has not been ag- 
gressive of late, and the selling has rather 
been by people who have been liquidating 
their purchases in order to secure their 
profits or to reduce their holdings of cot- 
ton for the purpose of withdrawing their 
margins and using the money in other 
interests. Many of the recent sellers are 
still friendly to cotton, and will doubtless 
reinvest on any decline of sufficient mo- 
ment to attract them. On the other hand, 
the “bears” have taken advantage of the 
declines caused by these liquidation sales 
to cover many of their contracts, 

For the past few days receipts have 
been more liberal. This is due to better 
weather and better roads in the South, 
and to the fact that considerable cotton 
is now being shipped from Texas interior 
points which had been held back in order 
to avail of a reduction in freight of from 
fifty-three to sixty-five cents per bale, 
which went into effect on 10th inst. 
Texas correspondents say that 35,000 to 
40,000 bales have been held back on this 
latter account, and the shipment of this 
cotton will probably be accomplished by 
20th inst., after which time it is thought 
the movement from these interior towns 
of Texas will be very light. 

Since September 1 there have come into 
sight of the American crop about 250,000 
bales less than to the corresponding time 
last year. For some time the weekly 
movement has been less than last season, 
but should the better roads and lower 
freight cause the receipts from now to 
the end of March to equal those of last 
year, then there will have come into sight 
on April 1 about 10,000,000 bales of cot- 
ton. It will more likely be less than 
over this quantity, but in the desire to 
be liberal we will assume 10,000,000 to 
be the quantity brought into sight by 
April 1. 


During last season there came into 
sight after April 1 937,000 bales. This 


was nearly 300,000 bales more than was 
brought into sight during the correspond- 
ing months of the great crop of 1894-95. 
The quantity brought sight after 
April 1 from 1891-92 to 1896-97 has 
ranged from 625,000 to 740,000 bales, the 
average being 670,000 bales. If the ex- 
of last season is in- 
cluded, it would make the average 710,- 
000 bales.

At all events, it seems perfectly evident 
to me, and I have not a dollar's interest 
in the market to warp my judgment, that

000 bales had better be abandoned, and 
especially by manufacturers who have 
not sufficient cotton to cover their con- 
tracts for the future delivery of yarns or 
goods. 

Cotton which has been picked in the last 
few weeks, and that still remaining in 
the fields, cannot be counted upon as. be- 
ing of much use to spinners. Some of 
the stuff has been sold for two cents, and 
even as low as one cent per pound in 
New Orleans. I have examined several 
samples of this “storm-beaten” cotton. 
The staple had no strength whatever, 
even when the cotton was of so decent a 
color that a fair strength of staple would 
be expected. Whatever the crop may 
turn out to be, there will certainly be 
thousands of bales in it which spinners 
will not want because of its inferiority. 
While it will swell the stocks of various 
markets, some of it will be of no more 
use to spinners than so many bales of hay. 

The visible supply of cotton of all kinds 
is only about 100,000 bales more than a 
year ago, while it is 200,000 bales less 
than at corresponding date in 1895. My 
friend, Mr. Thomas Ellison, of Liverpool, 
cabled yesterday that the European spin- 
ners held 280,000 bales more of cotton at 
the end of February than at same time 
last year, and he estimated their con- 
sumption in February as 7000 bales per 
week more than in February, 1898. This 
increase in European consumption is at 
rate of 364,000 bales per year. There 
has been no check in the activity of our 
own mills. North and South they are 
running full time. Wages have been re- 
stored. Goods are steady at higher 
prices, and holders are firm. Instead of 
a congestion of goods awaiting buyers, as 
was the case last year, there is now a 
veritable congestion of orders waiting for 
goods to fill them. The cotton-goods 
trade of the country has not been in so 
good a condition for years, and there are 
no indications of an early abatement of 
activity.

Port Arthur’s Ship Canal. 


The completion of the present work on 
the ship channel being built to Port Ar- 
thur will give a depth of water of twelve 
feet to the wharves at that point from the 
Gulf. Ina recent interview J. A. Hanley, 
traflic manager of the Kansas City, Pitts- 
burg & Gulf Company, is quoted as fol- 
lows: 





“By September 1 we will have a depth

Its sole interest is to haul 
freight from Kansas City and that terri- 
tory to the Gulf, and freight from the 
Gulf north;-it is interested in bringing 
every pound of export freight that it can 
control, this way, and is interested in hav- 
ing all the import freight it can get hold 
of to come through the Gulf ports, pri- 
marily Port Arthur. When it has deep 
water at Port Arthur it will put forth 
every effort to bring the freight to that 
port, and the other lines which run to the 
Gulf will be forced to do likewise, 
whether they want to or not. The Pitts- 
burg & Gulf is going to set the pace, and 
the growth of business at Port Arthur is 
going to help Galveston very much.”

The Baltimore Steam Packet Co. has 
let contracts for its new building to be 
erected on Light street wharf to E. N. 

The structure was 
planned by Messrs. Baldwin & Penning- 
ton, architects, and will present a very 
handsome exterior. From its center rises 
an ornamental tower. For freight ten 
or twelve gateways will be provided, each 
ranging from twenty to twenty-five feet 
in width, allowing ample room for a 
dozen large trucks to discharge at one 
time. This will greatly facilitate the 
transfer of cargoes. A special passenger 
entrance will be constructed, including 
an ornamental overhead structure. The 
contractor has instructions to push the 
work as rapidly as possible, and the ter- 
minals of the Old Bay Line will be ready 
for use in a few weeks.

Baltimore’s Coal Exports. 





The exports of coal from Baltimore to 
Mexico and the West Indies continue to 
be very extensive. A steamship recently 
loaded 5000 tons at this port for Tam- 
pico, Mexico, the largest single cargo 
which has ever left Baltimore for the 
republic. Altogether nearly 70,000 tons 
have been shipped to ports referred to 
since January 1. 

In addition to the above, it is estimated 
that about 40,000 tons of coal have beén 
sent to Manila within the last year. Re- 
cently two vessels having a total capacity 
of 5000 tons have been chartered to carry 
coal from Newport News to the Philip- 
pines.

For several 
years some of the mills of this section 
have been shipping goods to China, and 
the trade with that country has been 
steadily increasing. A shipment of more 
than interest, however, was 
made last week by the Henrietta Mills. 
It consisted of 250 bales of manufactured 
goods to Aden, Arabia. The shipment 
was billed at the mills through to that 
port. The goods were shipped in two 
through freight cars to New York and 
there transferred to a vessel for transpor- 
tation to Aden, the ancient fortified port 
on the other side of the globe. 

These goods are taken from the door of 
a mill in North Carolina and laid down to 
the purchaser in Arabia at a total cost for 
freight of $1.51 per 100 pounds. The 
Southern mill men are posted on freight 
lines and rates to all parts of the world, 
and are slowly but surely invading the 
richest markets to be found. “Our great- 
est need now,” said a mill president to 
your correspondent today, “is the open- 
ing of the Nicaraguan canal. When that 
work is accomplished the foreign markets 
will be much easier of access and there 
will be an immediate and vast increase in

ACTIVITY IN CAROLINA. 


Cotton Mills as Germinal Industries 
in the Old North State. 


[Special Cor. Manufacturers’ Record.] 
Charlotte, N. C., March 14. 

The industrial awakening predicted for 
North Carolina this year promises a real- 
ization that will even surpass expecta- 
tions. A clear idea of its extent may be 
obtained from some of the work of the 
legislature which adjourned last week. 
Charters were granted to establish banks 
at twenty-three towns; sixteen railroad 
companies were chartered and eight in- 
surance companies organized by 
people were granted charters, The num- 
ber of new banking houses chartered is 
significant as showing the beneficial ef- 
fects of the cotton mills.
